TO MAKE STRONG STAND AT MALOLOS. 


Here He Will Be Seven Miles Away 
from Our Warships—Otis Strat- 
egic Movement Has Devel- 
‘oped Into a Chase. 


Washington, March 28.—The third 
day of the fighting north of Manila 
brought little of a decisive character 


| from which the war department off- 


cials could judge what the final outcome 
of this movement would be. In all offi- 
cial quarters the most intense interest 
prevailed, but there was no excitement 
and none of that anxiety and tension 
Shown during the memorable days of 
last summer when the decisive blows 
were being struck at Santiago. Early 


in the day Gen. Otis cabled the war de- | 


partment a brief but comprehensive 
dispatch summing up the situation. It 
disclosed that severe fighting was going 


on, with our forces advanced as far | 


north as Mariloa, while the insurgents, 
under the command of Aguinaldo, were 
being driven back with considerable 
slaughter.

That the fighting 
would proceed into the fourth day was 
shown by his closing sentence: “The 
column will press om in the morning.” 
This refers to Tuesday. 
Chasing the Rebels. -

the main bodies of the two opposing 
forces are about tem or twelve miles 
apart.

Getting Away from Dewey. 

The tactics of Aguinaldo are taking 
him gradually beyond the range of Ad- 
miral Dewey’s guns. While the in- 
surgents were at Malabon, on Saturday, 
they were within a mile of the water 
front and easily within range of the 
fleet. But as they have moved north- 
ward they have gradually moved away 
from the bay. Malolos is about seven 
miles back from the bay, although 
there are shallow estuaries which would 
permit light-draft boats to get within 
a mile or two. — 

A Long Engagement. 

The duration of the battle is begin- 
ning to attract the attention of army 
strategists, as it is a very important 
element in determining the strength of 
the men, the supplies of ammunition 
and stores, and the spirit of the army. 
The first blow was struck before day- 
break last Saturdav and tha &ohting 
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profound regret in army quarters, it is 
said to be comparatively low, consid- 
ering the number of men engaged and 
the duration of the action. This is ac- 
counted for by the long-range shoot- 
ing of the insurgents, who do not shoot 
at a mark, but in the general direction 
of our forces. While these stray bul- 
lets do considerable havoc in our lines, 
it is far less than the results of close- 
range volleys from solid ranks of insur- 
gents in the open or from a consider- 
able number of sharpshooters. 


GERMANS AROUSED. 


Mass Meeting in Chicago Protests 
Against Anglo-American Alliance 
and Attacks on the Fatherland. 


Chicago, March 28.—A mass meet- 
ing of German-Americans was held 
Monday evening at the Auditorium to 
protest against the Anglo-American al- 
liance and alleged false assertions made 
against Germany in connection with 
the recent Spanish-American war. The 
hall was packed and the greatest enthu- 
siasm prevailed. A chorus of 700 male 
voices was one of the features of the 
programme. Ex-Congressman William 
Vocke presided, and delivered the open- 
ing address. Other speeches were made 
by William Rapp, on “Immigrated Ger- 


| Inans;” Fritz Glogauer, on “American 


Teople, Not Anglo-Saxon;” Rev. Ru- 
dolph A. John, on “American-Born Ger- 
mans,” and Rev. George Heldmann, on 
“What We Demand.” Resolutions were 


adopted expressing indignation at the 


_ newspapers notonly toincite among our 
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people vicious prejudices against Ger- 
many and defame the character of Ger- 
man-Americans, but also to drag the 
United States into an alliance with Eng- 
land.” The resolutions protest against 
the proposed alliance with England, 
and invite all German-American 
churches, societies and orders in Chi- 
cago to send delegates to a convention 
to be held at an early date for the pur- 
pose of forming and organizing for 
work against an alliance with Eng- 
land, and to oppose politically “all 
those who favor the wicked attacks 
made upon friendly nations.”

As to the referendum feature, 
which had been eliminated by the legis- 
lature, he said that while he favored 
having the people vote upon principles, 
he did not favor their voting upon mat- 
ters of business details. He afterward 
stated, however, that he would inter- 
pose no objections to the people voting 
thereon. 

W. D. Mahon, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Street Railway Em- 
pioyes, several members of the legisla- 
ture and others argued in favor of the 
purchase; severai leading attorneys 
and others in oppositicn to it.

Pana, Ill., March 28.—The First na-

Both Implicated, 

Toledo, O., March 28.—The coroner’s 
examination over the remains of At- 
torney Wenstenhaver, who was mur- 
dered by John and Paul Zeltner at 
Hoytsville on Saturday, shows that both 
the brothers are guilty and that both 
had a hand in the shooting. The au- 
topsy made on Sunday revealed the 
presence of four bullets in the body 
and of two different caliber, showing 
that the shots were fired from different 
revolvers.

Much Gold Coming In. 
Seattle, Wash., March 28.—H. Miller 
and Thomas Scott, who arrived Monday

Pin- 
grec as one of the three commissfoners 
to have charge of the negotiations and 
operation of the roads.

This, and the press dis- 
patches, satisfied the officials that the 
strategic movement of entrapping the 
insurgents between our lines had not 
proved as successful as designed, and 
that the move had now shifted to a re- 
treat by Aguinaldo’s forces and a pur- 
suit by our troops. The insurgent re- 
treat toward Malolos was slow and 
dogged, and advantage was taken of one 
after another of lines of intrench- 
ments; the burning of bridges and the 
interrupting of communications. .Gen, 
Otis’ dispatch, although received early 
in the day, was sent Monday evening, 
Manila time, and summed up the work 
of the three days. That the fighting 
would proceed into the fourth day was 
shown by his closing sentence: “The 
column will press om in the morning.” 
This refers to Tuesday. 
Chasing the Rebels. - 

The engagement has now shaped 
itself so that it is looked upon as more 
of a chase than the execution of a 
strategic movement. With the Amer- 
ican base advanced to Mariloa, and the 
insurgent base forced back to Malolos, 
the main bodies of the two opposing 
forces are about ten or twelve miles 
apart. This could be quickly covered 
in a forced march under fair conditions, 
but it is twelve miles of innumerable 
difficulties and obstacles, which our 


troops must cover before they reach- 


the insurgent stronghold. Itis ex- 
pected that the engineers with MacAr- 
thur are hastily repairing the burned 
bridges. This will permit the artillery 
to be taken forward as well as the in- 
fantry columns. It is expected that 
every mile of the distance to Malolos 
will be contested by the insurgents, for 
Gen. Otis reports that it is a stretch of 
country covered with the intrench- 
ments thrown up during the last three 
months. 
Serious Work Ahead. 

Our men, therefore, must advance 
slowly, repairing the roads as they go, 
and at the same-time they must fight 
their way through well-made rebel in- 
trenchments. Serious as the work is, 
there is no lack of confidence among 
the officials here as to the satisfactory 
outcome of the campaign. Mololos is 
the insurgent capital, where the assem- 
bly has been sitting, and the insurgent 
government has been in operation. It 
represents more to the insurgents than 
any other place in the Philippines, and 
little doubt isientertained that they will 
make a desperate stand there. 

Getting Away from Dewey. 

The tactics of Aguinaldo are taking 
him gradually beyond the range of Ad- 
miral Dewey’s guns. While the in- 
surgents were at Malabon, on Saturday, 
they were within a mile of the water 
front and easily within range of the 
fleet. But as they have moved north- 
ward they have gradually moved away 
from the bay. Malolos is about seven 
miles back from the bay, although 
there are shallow estuaries which would 
permit light-draft boats to get within 
a mile or two. — 

A Long Engagement. 

The duration of the battle is begin- 
ning to attract the attention of army 
strategists, as it is a very important 
element in determining the strength of 
the men, the supplies of ammunition 
and stores, and the spirit of the army. 
The first blow was struck before day- 
break last Saturday, and the fighting 
continued all that day, again on Sunday 
and on Monday. The reports show lit- 
tle night fighting, except in repulsing 
an insurgent attack Saturday night. 
With Monday the fighting had lasted 72 
hours. Judged by the standards of 
great battles, such as Waterloo, Plevna, 
and others mentioned by army authori- 
ties, this is a long and intensely ardu- 
ousengagement. But the fighting about 
Manila is quite different from the 
standards of civilized armies, as itisa 
running brush conflict, with only oc- 
casional issues between organized 
bodies of troops. 

Reenforcements En Route. 

A short time ago the Zealandia and 
Pueblo left San Francisco with the 
Ninth infantry, bound to Manila. By 
the ist of April four transports are ex- 
pected to arrive at San Francisco from 
Manila, and they will return with re- 
enforcements for Otis about the 15th 
of that month. The Hancock will take 
the Twenty-first infantry, the Warren 
eight batteries of the Sixth artillery 
and recruits, the Newport 250 marines 
and recruits and the Morgan City six 
companies of the Thirteenth infantry. 
A little later the Ohio will arrive and 
return with the remainder of the Thir- 
teenth infantry.

— Miss 
Catherine Belle Noble, who narrowly 
escaped death at the time of the loss of 
the steamship Mohegan, when upwards 
of 100 persons were lost, on October 14 
last, has filed suit in the city court here 
for $30,000 against the Atlantic Trans- 
port company, owners of the vessel.

Both Implicated, 

Toledo, O., March 28.—The coroner’s 
examination over the remains of At- 
torney Wenstenhaver, who was mur- 
dered by John and Paul Zeltner at 
Hoytsville on Saturday, shows that both 
the brothers are guilty and that both 
had a hand in the shooting. The au- 
topsy made on Sunday revealed the 
presence of four bullets in the body 
and of two different caliber, showing 
that the shots were fired from different 
revolvers. The Zeltners were not carry- 
ing the same caliber revolvers. 


Much Gold Coming In. 
Seattle, Wash., March 28.—H. Miller 
and Thomas Scott, who arrived Monday 


in his effort to secure three-cent fares 
and municipal ownership; favoring the 
purchase, and recommending Gov. Pin- 
gree as one of the three commissfoners 
to have charge of the negotiations and 
operation of the roads. Another resolu- 
tion, declaring that no action be taken 
by the city council until the people 
shall have voted upon the question, was 
first voted upon, and was declared 
adopted by the chairman, an opponent 
of the Pingree proposition.

According to an official statement 
made by the United States treasurer, 
there is no scarcity of money in this 
country. On the contrary, he says the 
per capita circulation wias $25.51 on the 
first of the present month, against 
$23.83 one year ago. He says ihe seem- 
ing scarcity of money has been brovght 
about by a large increase in the volume 
of business done, and by a disinclination 
in banking and cotamercial circles, ex- 
cept on the Pacific ‘coast, to push into 
active circulation the enormous qvan- 
tity of gold coin that has accumulated 
in government vaults, and in the hands 
of bankers. 


AS most men aipprove of a man re-

Of the silly charge made 
by a paper published ‘in the city of Mex- 
ico, that American rule was adding to 
the depravity of Cuba, the ambassador 
said: “That is a Spanish paper, and the 
views! expressed are merely those of 
the ultra-Spanish element, but not 
those of the Mexican people. No sig- 
nificance should be attached to the ut- 
teranices, simply because they are made 
in Mexico. Only a small number of our 
people are pro-Spanish by reason of 
ancestry or relationship. The great 
bulk of the people treat such: matters 
with indifference, and regard the United 
States as their nearest and best friend.”

J. Fred Hoelzle 
and Thomas D. Kearney will run for 
aldermen of the First and Sixth wards 
respectively, Lindenschmitt and Harri- 
man having refused the nominations,

How Chinamen Train.

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LATE INVENTIONS. 


An Illinois inventor has patented an 
attachment for dental chairs, consisting 
of an electrical motor mounted under the 
chair to drive a vertical shaft with which 
a large portion of the work is done. 

A handy blotting pad is formed of a 
sheet of spring metal shaped into a cyl- 
inder, with the edges pressed. together 
tightly enough to hold the edges of the 
blotter when inserted, the cylinder being 
carried on a handled bale to revolve as it 
is drawn over the paper. 

Ax handles are prevented from break- 
ing off close to the head under heavy 
strains by the use of a new attachment, 
consisting of a steel plate shaped to fit 
the handle and enter the eye of the 
head, being held in place by rivets run- 
ning through the handle.
